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Two years on from the riots, borough commander vows: 

I’LL RESTORE PUBLIC 
TRUST IN THE POLICE

TWO years after the riots that erupted in 
Tottenham and across London in the wake 
of the fatal shooting of 29-year-old Mark 
Duggan by police, borough commander 
Victor Olisa says he is determined to rebuild 
the community’s trust in the Met. 

Mr Olisa took the top job at Haringey Police in 
March following a year-long stint as borough 
commander of Bexley, in south-east London. 

He told the Advertiser that he recognises the fact 
his new stomping ground is rather different to 
Bexley and there is a lot of work to be done to 
improve community relations in the borough. 

Mr Olisa said that recent police operations had 
been successful and in line with current priorities 
for the Met. 

He said: “Clampdowns on low-level crime such as 
Operation Bigwing send out a message to London¬ 
ers that the police are dealing with criminals and it 
sends out a message to cri min als that they will be 
dealt with. 

“In Haringey our priorities are to tackle more 
burglaries, theft, robbery, violence against the per¬ 
son, domestic violence and motor vehicle crime. 

“A positive development is that we have seen an 
11 per cent increase in reports of domestic 
violence incidents. 

“We get to see the whole picture. It is a very 
localised crime of course, but we can add to that the 
bigger picture we have from our overall experience 
and our detection rates are going up.” 

Asked whether he believes riots could occur again, 
Mr Olisa said: “The way things are at the moment 
and, considering the work we are doing in terms of 
building better relationships with community 
groups and young people in the borough, I don’t 
think so. 

“We are visiting schools, youth clubs and recently 
had a day at Broadwater Farm telling people about 
our work. We are also working with youth workers 
around gangs. 

“My main intention is to have direct contact with 
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people because that is the best way people can 
hold me to account, as opposed to going 
through a lengthy filtering process. 

Mr Olisa recognises people’s concern about 
police station closures. 

He said: “We still have the same number of 
officers, but as with many other public sector 
services, we have to save money. 

“We don’t communicate enough about the 
other changes we are making to the way 
we work. 

“The 101 number, for instance, allows people 
to report a crime, which is then followed up by 
a visit by officers at their home. 

“You don’t always need to come to the police 


station to report a crime. We will come to 
you instead. 

“The greatest anxiety is around Muswell Hill 
police station, but we are still looking at possi¬ 
bly maintaining a contact point there.” 

Mr Olisa said he had found his new challenge 
enjoyable so far. 

“Clearly, Haringey is a very different from 
Bexley, the population is bigger, this is an inner- 
London borough and there is a higher level of 
serious crime,” he added. 

“There is a historically troubled relationship 
with the police, but I am confident we can 
rebuild people’s trust and I’ll be working 
towards this goal every single day.” 


Man is jailed for 27 
years for drugs and 
firearms offences 

A GANG member from Tottenham has been 
jailed for a total of 27 years after being 
convicted of a series of gun and drug offences. 

Warren Leader, 32, was sentenced at 
Wood Green Crown Court last Wednesday 
after being found guilty of two counts of 
possession with intent to supply class A 
drugs and pleading guilty to one count of 
possession of a firearm with intent to resist 
arrest and one count of possession of a 
firearm. 

Officers from the Met Police’s Trident 
Gang Crime Command executed a firearms 
warrant at a bedsit in Kendall Parade, Silver 
Street, Edmonton, on October 10 last year 

They believed it was occupied by Leader 
and they found a bag in the washing 
machine containing £7,000 worth of heroin 
and cocaine. They also discovered a 
double-ended Samurai sword, as well as 
photographs of and documents relating to 
Leader. 

The following day, officers executed 
another firearms warrant, this time at a 
Tottenham address belonging to Leader's 
mother. They found the same Samurai 
sword and a television, which had also been 
at the bedsit, showing that Leader had been 
there after the search. 

When Leader was arrested in Caird Street, 
in Westminster, central London, on October 
30, he was disarmed after a struggle with 
Trident officers having produced a loaded 
Russian Baikal handgun. Leader was 
interviewed and charged with the possession 
of the firearm with intent to endanger life. 

A second man was arrested for the drugs 
offences, but no action was taken against 
him. Leader was later charged with 
possession of heroin and cocaine with intent 
to supply. 
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‘We’ll continue fight for justice’ 


CAMPAIGNERS have called 
on people to support the 
family of Mark Duggan at 
the upcoming inquest into his 
fatal shooting by police, which 
sparked the riots that rocked 
Tottenham two years ago. 

On Saturday, hundreds of 
people attended a meeting at 
the North London Community 
House, in Moorefield Road, 
entitled Tottenham Remembers 
- a commemoration of those 
who have died in 
controversial circumstances 
at the hands of the police. 

Family members of Joy 
Gardner, Roger Sylvester and 


Cynthia Jarrett- who all died 
at the hands of police in 
Haringey between 1985 and 
1999 - plus Mr Duggan’s 
family, spoke of their 
experiences of demanding 
justice for the deaths of 
their loved ones. 

The event marked the 20th 
anniversary of the death of 
Joy Gardner, who died after 
being bound and gagged 
following a raid by police 
and immigration officers on 
her home in Hornsey in 
August, 1993. 

The officers involved were 
charged but cleared of 


manslaughter in 1995. An 
inquest into her death was 
never completed. 

Her mother, Myma Simpson, 
said: “My daughter did not 
deserve to die in the way that 
she did. The pain I feel is 
great, even today. 

“I will continue to fight for 
justice for Joy- and not just 
for her but all the other people 
who died in similar ways at 
the hands of the police.” 

The inquest into Mr 
Duggan’s death will start on 
September 16 at the Royal 
Courts of Justice in Holbom, 
central London.

‘Hospital downgrade is vitaP

A GROUP of GPs charged with 
commissioning health services in the 
borough have called on Enfield North 
MP Nick de Bois to drop his opposition 
to the planned downgrade of Chase 
Farm Hospital. 

In a letter sent to the Conservative MP 
on July 24, Liz Wise, chief officer of the 
Enfield Clinical Commissioning Group, 
said that the implementation of the 
Barnet, Enfield and Haringey Clinical 
Strategy was “critical to the long-term 
sustainability and quality of healthcare 
services in Enfield.” 

The £115million strategy will see 
accident and emergency and maternity 
services removed from the hospital in 
The Ridgeway, Enfield, in November, 

Ms Wise’s letter came in response to a 



letter sent by Mr de Bois on July 2, in 
which he pointed to a recent report 
commissioned by Enfield Council 
concluding that the clinical strategy was 
based on inaccurate population projec¬ 
tions, that improvements to primary 
care had been lacking and that question 
marks over the future provision of 
maternity services remained. 


In her letter, Ms Wise set out a detailed 
repudiation of that report. 

She said it drew on information 
obtained in from the NHS in November 
2012 as opposed to details from full 
business cases published in February 
2013, which included more accurate 
modelling, and said that the original 
population projections did not throw 
into doubt the whole strategy. 

She added that projections of patients 
flows are constantly revised so that there 
is sufficient capacity at hospitals, and 
that concentrating A&E and maternity 
at Barnet and North Middlesex hospi¬ 
tals will allow for better and safer care. 

The acute aspects of the clinical strat¬ 
egy are not dependent on improvements 
in primary care, and maternity capacity 
at Barnet and North Middlesex is based 
on the most accurate and up-to-date 
population figures, wrote Ms Wise. 


Mr de Bois said: “A commitment was 
made that sufficient primary care 
development must be provided before 
services are being taken away from 
Chase Farm, which I have repeated time 
and again. 

“The CCG also argues that population 
projections are irrelevant, but I disagree, 
as these projections formed the basis of 
the strategy, and turned out to be wide 
off the mark.” 

Enfield Council leader Doug Taylor 
said: “The assertion that the acute 
changes don’t assume anything being 
undertaken in primary care doesn’t alter 
the promise made by the Secretary of 
State to ensure improvements were in 
place before downgrading A&E. 

“A struggling primary care sector 
inevitably adds continued pressure on 
acute services. That is the prospect 
which we face.” 


Council chief slams de Bois over lack of engagement claims 


ENFIELD Council leader Doug 
Taylor has rubbished Tory MP Nick 
de Bois’ suggestion that the authority 
is unwilling to engage with health 
commissioners over the future of 
Chase Farm. 

In the latest political tit-for-tat over 
the future of the hospital in The 
Ridgeway, Enfield, Mr de Bois wrote 
to Mr Taylor on Thursday, urging him 
to support a cross-party meeting with 


the Enfield Clinical Commissioning 
Group, which is expected to approve 
downgrading Chase Farm next month. 

The Enfield North MP wrote: “I 
have had a detailed repudiation by the 
CCG of the independent consultants’ 
report which Enfield Council commis¬ 
sioned, and I believe we should per¬ 
sonally challenge this position. 

“I am hoping you will reconsider 
your decision not to meet with the 


CCG as it is essential we maintain a 
united and consistent level of practical 
opposition to the reconfiguration.” 

But Mr Taylor said: “I am not sure 
how it can be suggested the council is 
unwilling to meet with the CCG, as 
the council’s health and well-being 
scrutiny panel has already examined 
the first report, with the chief 
officer and chair of the CCG 
together with chief executives of 


both local hospitals present. 

“The CCG have an important part to 
play in this debate, but this is a National 
Health Service. Mr de Bois cannot for¬ 
get that in opposition the Conservative 
Party were going to save Chase Farm 
and Jeremy Hunt can do just that now 
by being bold and decisive.” 

If approved, Chase Farm will lose its 
A&E and maternity department in the 
third week of November. 
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Cash mobbers show charitable side

CRUISING the streets of Enfield in a 
stretch limo, a gang of shoppers, 
dressed head to toe in black with 
matching tote bags bearing the logo 
Mindful Shopper, hit stores around 
Enfield Town last week.

Rather, entrepreneur Karen Mercer

RSPCA and Nightingale Hospice 
shops in Baker Street. 

First stop for the limo was the Mind 
shop, where manager Melanie Barker 
said she was “shocked and a little 
unprepared” by the sudden arrival of 
the cash mobbers waving £5 notes 
which they were determined to spend 
in full. 

But she added: “It is a lovely idea - 
helping local shops and the money 
that they spend goes back into 
helping local people.” 

Last week’s triple swoop was part 
of the launch of the Mindful Shopper 
campaign, encouraging residents to 
think “about the power of the pound 
in their pocket”. 


Ms Mercer, who owns My Coffee 
Stop on platform 1 of Enfield Chase 
railway station, has organised a series 
of shock cash mobs throughout the 
borough over the past year. 

She told the Advertiser. “It is 
about making people realise that 
although you might feel helpless 
when you see the high street full of 
chain stores, you do have the power to 
change things.” 

Admitting that while some see the 
spread of charity shops along 
high streets throughout the country as 
a nuisance, Ms Mercer is urging 
people to embrace their charity and 
vintage shops. 

“People might have been a bit 


fed-up with charity shops opening on 
the high street but now you can see it 
is so much better than the space 
remaining empty,” she said. 

The shock cash mobbers spent £5 
in each of the three shops. 

And although Ms Mercer is moving 
out of the borough to extend her 
business empire, she is determined to 
keep the movement alive.

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Speedy Nikkita follows in 
the footsteps of Usain Bolt

SHOWING lightning reactions, an aspiring 
hurdler grabbed a slice of history during the 
Anniversary Games as she secured a running 
spike belonging to Olympic sprint sensation 
Usain Bolt. 

Nikkita Sartori-Sigrist, who trains with 
Enfield and Haringey Athletic Club, was in the 
crowd at the Olympic Stadium in Stratford, east 
London, to see Bolt, who struck triple gold in 
London last year and in Beijing in 2008, win the 
lOOmetres in 9.85seconds. 

During his victory lap, the 26-year-old 
Jamaican threw his spikes into the crowd. 

And Nikkita, 8, who is a 400m hurdler, was 
waiting to eagerly grab one of the two running 
shoes after they fell on to the row behind her. 

She told the Advertiser. “I didn’t think I 
would be the one to catch it. I thought there 
would be a mad scramble. I turned around 
quickly, but no one else tried to grab it.” 

Afterwards, members of the crowd asked to 
take photos of her with the spikes or to touch 
them, but no one tried to take them from the for¬ 
mer Trinity Catholic High School pupil, in 
Woodford Green. 

Nikkita, who will receive her A-level results 
this month and is hoping to study English at 
either Surrey or Colchester University, said her 
athletics training had probably helped her to 
have such lighting-quick reactions. 

The teenager, of Loughton, Essex, volunteered 
at the London 2012 Games and got to carry 
athletes’ kit during the two-week competition. 

She lists Bolt and British 400m hurdler Perri

Shakes-Drayton, whom she also saw claiming a 
silver medal in the Anniversary Games, as 
her inspiration.

Koos Couvee joins Team GB’s Olympic canoeists 
- 12 months after their success at London 2012 


ONE year on from their Olympic triumphs, four 
Team GB canoe heroes returned to the Lee Val¬ 
ley White Water Centre - and I caught up with 
some of them to find out how winning a medal 
has changed their lives and what the legacy of 
2012 means to them. 

On August 2, 2012, Etienne Stott and Tim Bail- 
lie won gold in the two-man canoe slalom in a 
time of 106.41 seconds, followed by fellow Brits 
Richard Hounslow and David Florence, who 
registered a time of 106.77 seconds to claim silver. 

The four gave interviews at the centre, in 
Station Road, Waltham Cross, on Friday, exactly 
a year after they had sent an already jubilant 
home crowd into a complete frenzy. 

When I sat down with the gold medallists, 
Etienne, who is out for the rest of the season 
with a shoulder injury, told me: “Exactly one 
year ago, at 3.35pm, our lives completely 
changed, when the results became official and 
we realised we had won Olympic gold. 

“We are no longer just athletes, we are gold 
medallists and we can inspire people and con¬ 
tribute to the legacy. Since our victory, we have 
been to Buckingham Palace to receive MBEs 
and have done all sorts of visits to schools and 
youth clubs. We have even received an honorary 
degree from the University of Nottingham.” 

Tim said: “While the courses in Athens and 
Beijing are falling to bits, Lee Valley has been 
built with the future in mind. 

“The facilities here are absolutely amazing 
and it is great that the legacy course has now 
also opened up for people to use. 

“GB canoeing have their legacy programme in 



place and are working with schools and colleges 
to get new talent involved, which is fantastic.” 

Etienne added that youngsters who are keen to 
try canoeing or white water rafting do not need 
a lot of money, especially if they join a club. 

“And these facilities make it much more 
accessible for people in and around London to 
get involved,” he added. 

Three-times canoe slalom world champion 
Shaun Pearce, who competed at senior level 
during the 1990s and is now Team GB’s canoe¬ 
ing lead performance pathway coach, is excited 
about the Lee Valley Legacy Project he is heading. 

“We are going into schools to find young 
people keen to get into canoeing and we have 
so far engaged more than 1,000 11 and 12-year- 
olds,” he said. “Two weeks ago, we invited 35 of 
those back here and did further tests with them. 
We then narrowed that group down to 16 and we

currently have 13 youngsters who have been 
accepted on to the programme. 

“They will be paddling every day throughout 
the summer, with the intention of preparing 
them for competitions fairly quickly and to get 
some of them into the national junior team by 
the time they are 15 or 16. 

“The canoe medals won last year and the 
resulting publicity have helped us a great deal. 
We hope the legacy programme will start paying 
dividends in the next three to four years.” 

After the interviews, I joined Shaun, Tim, 
Richard Hounslow and fellow journalists for a 
bout of hydrospeeding - a sport similar to body¬ 
boarding and available to anyone aged 12 and 
over to enjoy at the Legacy Loop, smaller than 
the Olympic course but just as exciting. 

Fully kitted out in wetsuit and a helmet, I 
discovered first hand the fitness required to be 
able to steer yourself through the rough water. 
The session ended with a slalom competition. 

Hydrospeeding is a physical challenge, lots of 
fun and available to the public every Friday 
between 6pm and 7.30pm. 

An-hour-and-a-half of carving your way 
through the surf costs £50, with all kit included.

Drugs raid gunman jailed 


A MAN who pulled a handgun on police 
as he was arrested has been jailed. 

Warren Leader, of Kendall Parade, 
Silver Street, Upper Edmonton, was 
arrested in Westminster on October 30, 
2012, after officers had carried out 
armed raids looking for drugs on his 
bedsit and his mother’s home. 

When he was arrested in Caird Street 
at 2.15pm by Trident officers, Leader 
pulled out a loaded Russian Baikal 
handgun and there was a struggle before 
he was disarmed. 

Three weeks previously, on October 
10, officers had raided the Tottenham 
gang member’s flat and found a bag of 
heroin and cocaine, with a value of 
£7,000, stashed in the washing machine. 

The next day officers raided his 
mother’s home in Tottenham. Leader was 
not there but officers found a double- 
ended Samurai sword and a TV they had 
seen at the bedsit the previous day. 

Leader was interviewed and charged

with firearm offences. He was charged 
later with possession of heroin with 
intent to supply and possession of 
cocaine with intent to supply. 

He pleaded guilty to possession of a 
firearm with intent to resist arrest and 
possession of a firearm. He was found 
guilty of the drugs supply charges on 
Wednesday last week. 

Leader was sentenced to ten years for 


possession of a firearm with intent to 
resist arrest and five years for posses¬ 
sion of the weapon. 

He was also given two six-year jail 
terms for the drugs charges, with all the 
sentences to run concurrently. 

Detective Superintendent Richard 
Smith, from Trident Gang Crime Com¬ 
mand, said: “This significant sentence is 
a result of the determination and 
commitment from officers and police 
staff working within Trident Gang 
Crime Command. Trident has recovered 
more than 100 firearms from the streets 
of London in the past 12 months. 

“I hope the sentence imposed sends a 
clear message to gang members who 
seek to possess, supply or use firearms 
and reassures the communities of Lon¬ 
don of our ability to arrest and prosecute 
anyone involved in such activities.” 

No further action was taken against a 
second man who was arrested for drug 
offences.

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Drugs raid 

TWO police teams raided a shop and 
flat in Bush Hill Park last week searching 
for drugs. 

Members of Chase and Highlands safer 
neighbourhood team and safer schools 
officers raided the property in St Mark’s 
Road at 7.30am on Thursday. 

They found remnants of a cannabis 
factory in one of the rooms in the flat and 
three binliners full of cannabis and cuttings 
in another room as well as 11 small bags 
and ten plastic pots of the drug.

Two men, aged 24 and 39, were arrested 
on suspicion of cultivating class B drugs 
and possessing class B and A drugs with 
intent to supply. 

They have been bailed until August 29 
pending further inquiries. 

Two stabbed 

THREE people have been arrested on 
suspicion of attempted murder after two 
men suffering stab wounds were found 
near a roundabout in Upper Edmonton on 
Saturday night.

THE latest labour market data just 
published by JobCentre Plus for 
Enfield shows a continuation of the 
downward trend in unemployment 
for all age groups. 

That is obviously a cause for some 
celebration - particularly for the 
young and long-term unemployed 
who have found jobs. 

However, before the council 
starts patting itself on the back, it’s 
worth taking a closer look beyond 
the headlines.

Despite the challenging financial times and 
perhaps, most importantly, because of them, we 
provide an extensive programme of activities. 

We know that offering things for young people 
to do is one of the things residents ask for. 

In addition to Enfield’s fantastic free amenities, 
such as parks, libraries, swimming pools and 
walking, we have a number of specific initiatives. 

The council’s leisure and culture team deliver 
sport programmes, from trampolining to mini¬ 
soccer, from self-defence to archery, as part of the 
Summer of Fun 2013 programme. 

Forty Hall has an exciting and varied programme 
of activities, including family cycling days. 

Services provided by the council include the 
Summer Uni programme, which is a very popular 
programme of free summer activities and short 
courses for young people aged between 13 and 19 
in Enfield. 

There are lots of different things on offer, 
including music production, performing arts, 
beauty and fashion, cooking and sports. 

The Play Team run playschemes for younger 
residents. They are currently operating 
playschemes for children aged between four and 
14 at Raglan Infant School, in Wellington Road, 


Bush Hill Park, Prince of Wales Primary School, 
in Salisbury Road, Enfield Lock, and the 14th 
Southgate Scout Group hut, in Green Road, 
Southgate. They also operating open access 
playschemes that are free of charge for children 
aged between eight and 14. 

Just turn up at Jubilee 
Park, in Galliard Road, Edmonton (August 5-30), 
or at Churchfields Play Resource Centre, in Great 
Cambridge Road, Edmonton (until August 16).

Street, Edmonton, is running until August 30. 
The scheme is for children and young people 
aged between eight and 16 and, as always, activi¬ 
ties are free of charge throughout the summer. 

As part of our manifesto promise at the last 
election we said we would provide free holiday 
access to swimming and gyms during the day to 
young people at our leisure centres - and, despite 
challenging financial times and government cuts, 
we continue to provide these services.

Disabilities charity unveils new games area

A CHARITY for adults with learning 
disabilities is already getting a kick out 
of its new games areas. 

The multi-use area at The 
Radiomarathon Centre, in Turkey Street, 
Enfield, was designed with a surface that 
is accessible for wheelchair users to play 
football and basketball. 

It was unveiled during the centre’s 
annual fundraising summer fete last 
month and was funded partly by the 
Mayor of London’s Sports Facilities 
Fund. 

Centre manager Alison Tonge said the 
new facility - the first of its kind in the 
area - will be an extra source of 
fundraising for the centre. 

She said: “It’s a fantastic new facility 
on which you can play a good quality 
football game.

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Conservative MP backs anti-immigration policies

ENFIELD North MP Nick de Bois has 
publicly defended two of the government’s 
high-profile anti-immigration policies. 

Home Office vans have been touring 
six London boroughs, including neigh¬ 
bouring Barnet, encouraging illegal 
immigrants to “go home”. 

The controversial policy has attracted 
plenty of criticism, but Conservative MP 
Mr de Bois denied that the tone of the 
message was in any way sinister. 

He said: “I don’t believe that there is 
any evidence to suggest that this tactic is 
in any way racist. 

“The vans with the advice are not 
targeted at any specific group. They are 
aimed at people who want to take up the 
offer to leave the UK voluntarily.” 

The vans have come under fire from 
anti-racism campaigners, who believe 
their “go home” message is too reminis¬ 
cent of racist slogans associated with 
hate campaigns of the 1970s and 1980s. 

Chandra Bhatia, chief executive of 
Enfield Race Equality Council, said that 
while Mr de Bois and the Home Office 
might not have intended to sound racist 
their language and attitude would lead 
some residents to feel uncomfortable.

She told the Advertiser. “This kind of 
thing would make some people feel 
more vulnerable. 

“Even if they are legal and have all 
their papers, it still might make them 
worry about what other people might 
think of them. 

“Even if Nick de Bois and the Home 
Office don’t mean to be racist, the 
impression people will have is that they 
aren’t welcome. 

“These vans say ‘go home’. For some 
people living here who are originally 
from elsewhere, their home is probably 
Enfield, so it doesn’t make any sense.” 

The other Home Office initiative to hit 
the headlines last was the UK Border 
Agency’s spot checks on people close to 


stations in Stratford and Walthamstow in 
east London and in Cricklewood and 
Kensal Green in north-west London. 

It was meant to be a high-visibility 
crackdown on illegal immigrants, but 
led to complaints that those stopped 
were being racially profiled. 

Mr de Bois said that had UK Border 
Agency officials been racially profiling 
people that would be wrong, but he 
added they were doing an essential job. 

He said: “If they were racially profiling, 
that would be completely unacceptable. 

“It would also demonstrate a massive 
ignorance of the reality of illegal immi¬ 
gration in this country. 

“But people who are here illegally do 
have to respect the law and they have to 
understand they 
cannot continue to 
take advantage of 
the system. 

“That can see 1 
people put in 
appeals taking up to 
eight years, by 
which time they 
already have 
an established 
network of 
friends and 
family.”

A quintessential^ British 
comedy set in Zimbabwe

ONE of the strengths of contempo¬ 
rary British theatre is that it often 
draws from a wide array of cultural 
experiences, weaving together 
different times and places into a 
single work of art. 

This is done exquisitely in The Epic 
Adventure Of Nhamo The Manyika 
Warrior And His Sexy Wife Chipo, Den¬ 
ton Chikura’s comedy drama inspired 
by African folklore, which is currently at 
Kilburn’s Tricycle Theatre.. 

The play, presented by the Tiata 
Fahodzi theatre company, in which 
a poor goatherd gets the chance to 
become an international superhero, 
has been described by director 
Lucian Msamati as “glorious unin¬ 
hibited buffoonery”. 

But what unfolds is more intelli¬ 
gent than that. 

We are introduced to Nhamo’s tale 
by The Narrator (Don Gilet), a British- 
African ITV producer determined to 
find the perfect primitive “bush” hero 
for a drama set in the African jungle. 

When he comes across goatherd 
Nhamo (Ery Nzaramba), he believes 
that he has found the man he has 
been looking for. 


The Narrator convinces Nhamo to 
court the beautiful daughter of a local 
chief, Chipo (Tanya Fear), who has 
always been told to follow 
her dreams, but is faced with the hor¬ 
rible fact that her father wants her to 
wed a rich man in an arranged marriage 
in order to receive a large dowry. 

But she refuses to marry the buf- 
foonish Commander Specimen 


(Nyasha Hatendi), a fighter in the Army 
of the Manyika tribe. 

The other candidate is dirt-poor 
Nhamo, who falls in love with her, and 
a battle for Chipo’s heart ensues. 

The Epic Adventure Of Nhamo is 
the ultimate British-African folk 
comedy. While set deep in the Zim¬ 
babwean bush, this play is saturated 
with references to contemporary

Carman on song as Highgate claim derby honours 


CARMAN Mapatuna proved the star of the 
show as Highgate claimed a six-wicket derby 
win at North London in Division 3 of the 
Middlesex County Cricket League. 

The Sri Lankan returned figures of 5-40 as 
North London were skittled out for 109 and then 
hit an unbeaten 41 as Highgate eased to their 
target after 31 overs. 

After winning the toss, mid-table Highgate 
put their hosts in to bat - and it looked to have 
proved a wise decision as they had North London 
struggling at 16-2 before Ben Hocking (18) and 
Tom Noutch (30) put on 43 for the third wicket.

opener Ben Sudell at the crease at 49-3. 

Both made 41, with Suddell the last man to 
fall as Highgate eased to a comfortable win. 

Hornsey suffered a narrow one-wicket defeat 
at rock-bottom Eastcote in the Premier Division. 

After losing the toss and being put in to bat, 
Hornsey lost three of their top four cheaply to 
Jehan Jeffrie (4-29), as they slumped to 14-3. 

Overseas player Michael Philipson (17) 
helped to stop the rot.

TOTTENHAM Hotspur may have 
smashed their transfer record to 
bring in Spanish striker Roberto 
Soldado from Valencia. 

But concerns still remain about 
their defence after a 5-2 thrashing 
by Monaco at the weekend. 

The White Hart Lane outfit forked 
out £26million on Monday to bring 
in the forward on a four-year deal. 

The fee for the 2 8-year-old, who 
has 11 Spanish caps and who scored 
30 goals in 46 appearances for the 
La Liga side last season, dwarfs the 
£17m Spurs paid for Brazilian mid¬ 
fielder Paulinho last month. 

Soldado did not feature on Saturday 
as a depleted Spurs side were well 
beaten at the Stade Louis II. 

But another new signing, winger 
Nacer Chadli, did make his debut 
against the big-spending French 
title hopefuls. 

With England international Steven 
Caulker having moved to Cardiff 
City for £8m last week, Spurs’ 
defence against Monaco had a very 
makeshift look. 

Manager Andrew Villas-Boas was 
unable to call on the injured Michael 
Dawson, Younes Kaboul and Jan 
Vertonghen, meaning Zeki Fryers 
and Jake Livermore were paired at 
centre-back, flanked by Kyle Walker 
and Danny Rose. 

And the youngsters found the 
guile of £54m Colombian striker 
Radamel Falcao too much to handle 
as he netted twice for the home side. 

Also on target for the home side 
were Andrea Raggi, Lukas Ocampos 
and Mounir Obbadi, with Harry Kane 


and Andros Townsend replying. 
Kane was an early substitute for 
Jermain Defoe, who went off after 
just nine minutes. 

Although Defoe’s injury is not 
believed to be serious, it leaves 
Soldado and Emmanuel Adebayor 
as Spurs’ only fit first-team strikers 
following the departure of Clint 
Dempsey at the weekend after just 
one season at White Hart Lane. 

The US international captain, who 
scored 12 goals in 43 games last 
year after signing for £6m from 


Fulham on deadline day, has joined 
Seattle Sounders. 

The transfer fees remains undis¬ 
closed, but it is believed that Spurs 
have almost recouped their money 
on the 30-year-old, who is returning 
to Major League Soccer six years 
after moving to England from New 
England Revolution. 

Meanwhile, Villas-Boas has hit 
out at Spanish giants Real Madrid 
for their continued public courtship 
of Gareth Bale. 

The 24-year-old Wales interna¬ 


tional has been linked with a £85m 
move to the Bernabeu outfit. 

Madrid’s high-profile pursuit of 
Bale has irked the Portuguese, who 
said: “We allowed ourselves conver¬ 
sations with Real Madrid, con¬ 
firmed by their coach - I think 
wrongly. But the only thing we’ve 
communicated is that the player is 
not for sale.” 

Spurs continue their build-up to 
the new Premier League season with 
a friendly at home to Spanish side 
Espanyol on Saturday (5.30pm).
